How Germany, Austria and 
Italy are United. 


\ >. Paper Gives the Alleged Text 
of the Triple Alliance. 


The Three Countries Pledged to Pre- 
serve Peace in Europe. 


Herbert Gladstone Says There is No Truth 
in the Latest Home Rale Story 
from America—Other Foreign 
News. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

‘Panis, Nov. 30.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| A paper called 
gournal, recently established, printed 
today what purports to be the text of 
the latest triple alliance treaty be- 
tween Germany, Austria and Italy. 
According to it, Germany and Austraia 
agree to aid Humbert in carrying out 
his external and colonial policies and 
recognize his rights, and that Rome is 
to be considered the capital of Italy. 
Germany and Italy promise aid to Aus- 
tria’s foreign policy, more especially 
regarding the question of the Balkans. 
Austria and Italy promise aid to Ger- 
many in carrying out her foreign policy. 
Each of the contracting parties agrees 
toaid the others through diplomacy 
and by material assistance on 
land and water and to keep their 
armies on a war footing during the 
period of cordial understanding. The 
document sets forth at length how the 
troops of each of the parties to the al- 
liance shall be mobilized in the event 
of a war of any one of the countries 
with Russia or France. In case Ger- 
many and Austria got in trouble with 
Russia, they are to make a concerted 
attack on that country, and ff France 
attempts to take a hand, Italy will 
march against her. In case of a con- 
flict between Germany and France, 
Italy will do the same and Austria will 
keep an eye on Russia, In case of a 
conflict between Italy and France, 
Germany will act jointly with Italy, 
while Austria holds down Russia. 

In conclusion the contracting bodies 
promise ariswear on hopor to main- 
tain the sta tus quo and peace of Europe. 


THE CANAL INIQUITY. 


The Investigation Being Blocked at Al- 
most Every Stage. 
~ Paris, Nov, 30.—|By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] Flaery, Auditor in Bank- 
ruptcy, today refused to testify before 
the Panama Canal Investigating Com- 
mittee. 


Resignol, Flaery’s predecessor, con- 
firmed the statement that Baron de 
Reinach received f.9,000,000 from the 
Panama Canal Company, of which 
f.4,000,000 was set down as used for 
advertising. 

Manager Thierre, of a brokers’ firm, 
testified that Reinach paid f.8,900,000 
into the firm’s account in the Bank of 
France, and that on that security the 
firm issued twenty-seven checks. Wit- 
ness refused to say, however, to whom 
they were made payable. The com- 
mittee thereupon requested the Minister 
of Justice to have the checks seized, and 
the Minister promised to send a request 
to the Public Prosecutor. The Public 
Prosecutor has written to the president 
of the committee protesting against in- 
terference in judicial matters. 


THAT HOME RULE PLAN. 
Herbert Gladstone Says It Is Unworthy of 
Notice. 

Lonpon, Nov. 80.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] ‘‘Yankee details’ and 
‘‘Exclusive information”’ are the sneer- 
ing headings under which the Pall Mall 
Gazette publishes a summary of the de- 
tails of Gladstone’s new home rule 
scheme for the Irish provinces as 
cabled here. A few papers print the 
cabled despatch, but none comment 


‘on it. 


A representative of the Associated 
Press today had an interview with Her- 
bert Gladstone onthe subject. When 
asked whether the scheme as published 
was based on an autograph letter of his, 
Gladstone said that there was not a 
word oftruth inthe report that any 


such autograph letter was in existence. | 


In regard to the alleged scheme which 
purports to be the plan of the govern- 
ment, Gladstone said it was unworthy 
of notice, adéing that it contains its 
own most effective denial. 


GREAT LOSS OF LIFE. 
A Japanese Man-of-war Sunk and Many 
Men Drowned. 

Lonpox, Nov. 30.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| A dispatch from Nagasaki 
Says that the Japanese war vessel, 
Chisimarukan, bound from France to 
Japan, was sunk in a collision in the 
Indian Sea with the British steamer, 
Ravenna. The latter was badly injured 
and her passengers were transferred to 
the steamer Empress of Japan, bound 
for Shanghai. The dispatch does not 
state whether any. of the crew of the 
warship were lost. 

New York, Nov. 80.—Information to 
the Maratime Exchange says that all 
of the crew of the Japanese war vessel, 


numbering 275, sunk in the Indian Sea, 
were lost. 


A Colombian Town Scorched. 
Panama, Nov. 80.—Buenaventura has 
suffered severely from fire, a great por- 
tion of that important distributing cen- 
ter for the Pacific slope of the republic. 
having been destroyed on the 19th, 
‘causing 
spread desolation and ruin,’’ as the 
Prefect telegraphed to the Governor 
-here. Later advices announced that 
tire destroyed’ between sixty and 
seventy buildings, including the court- 
house and prison, but the principal 

commercial houses were uninjured.

He proposes coin- 
age of silver {5, 4shilling or $1 pieces, 
rated to gold according to the price of 
silver*in the year previous to the adop- 
tion of the international agreement, 
with seignorage of 10 percent. He 
also proposes the appointment of a per- 
manent international commission to fix 
the initial price. Should the price of 
silver fall to 5 per cent. below the coin- 
age ratio, the commission will have au- 
thority to fix a mew ratio and order a 
recoinage of the pieces. These coins 
will be legal tender internationally, 
banks to keep them as reserve against 
notes, and have a right to demand gold 
in exchange tor them atany time from 
the government issuing the particular 
coins held. 

Members of the committee declared 
that their proceedings must be kept 
completely private until definite deci- 
sions are attained. They will not com- 
municate to delegates not belonging to 
the committee the progress they are 
making in the discussion. 

It is regarced as certain that the 
committee having in charge Roths- 
child’s silver proposition will recom- 
mend the adoption of Rothschild’s plan 
with important modifications.

LONDON PAPERS CARPING. 


Determined to Make the Conference a 
Complete Fallure,—

The News saysthat it is understood 
that the proposed limit of the legal ten- 
der of silver will be reduced to £4. It 
also suggests that inasmuch as Sir Wi!l- 
iam Vernon Harcourt selected RKoths- 
child as a delegate tothe Monetary Con- 
ferenbe, the last named gentleman has 
probably received an inkling that the 
British government will support his 
scheme. 

The Standard’s Vienna correspondent 
says that the whole Austrian press 
without exception regards Rothschild’s 
silver scheme as impracticable, believ- 
ing it would increase the overproduction 
of silver, retard the creation of a fixed 
ratio and leave the situation at the end 
of tive years far worse than now. Aus- 
trian papers prefer the scheme of 
Julius Wolf of Zurich to expropriate the 
mines, prohibit the opening of new 
ones and declare the production of sil- 
verastate monopoly. This plan has 
the merit of throwing the burden of 
rehabilitation on the silver-producing 
countries and the defect of supposing

Another Terrific Storm at 
San Francisco, 


The Wind Attains a Velocity of 
Seventy-two Miles an Hour. 


Buildings Toppled Over and Much 
Other Damage Done. 


Handreds of Trees in Golden Gate Park 
Uprooted — Waves Hreak on the 
Cll House Veranda — Many 
Vessels Go Ashore.

San Francisco, Nov. 30.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The storm, which 
raged here last night and this morning, 
was the worst for many years and did 
greatdamage. The wind attained a ve- 
locity of seventy-two miles an hour and 
was accompanied by furious rain, which 
flooded streets and broke sewers. 

At the Potrero, where the Union Iron 
Works and other manufacturing inter- 
ests are located, the wind played sad 
havoc. A number of houses occupied 
by workmen became unsafe and the in- 
mates were compelled to seek 
refuge in stronger structures. A 
Chinese lodging-house, occupied by 
Chinamen was toppled over and one of 
them killed. Several others were 
badly bruised. A cottage on Bernal 
Heights collapsed, but the inmates had 
already deserted it. The roof over the 
stage of the Tivoli was blown off and 
the scenery spoiled. A two-story frame 
house valued at $3000 near the Haight- 
street ball grounds was completely 
wrecked, as was a cottage on Vallejo 
street. 

In Golden Gate Park several hundred 
trees were blown down, shrubbery was 
injured and the roof of the Casino was 
blown away. 

On the water front and on the bay 
the extreme force of the wind was felt. 
Ferryboats were unable to make their 
regular trips owing to the roughness of 
the water; passengers who came across 
were badly frightened. Ships were 
battered and driven about in a terrible 
manner. The big ship Palgrave, lying 
off Tiburon, was driven ashore on Ker- 
shaw’s Island, and tugs were unable to 
get her off. The schooner Caroline 
Dickson, loaded with railroad iron, was 
sunk at Oakland wharf and is a wreck. 
The schooner Emily Schroeder, which 
had lain at anchor for over two years 
near Mission Hock, pulled out her 
anchor and went ashore. The steamer 
Mare Island started for Berkeley, but 
the wind was too much for her and she 
was driven up the river and went on 
Southampton Shoals. The big fishing 
smack Stella was driven across the bay 
to Oakland and dasied to pieces on the: 
mole. The crew was saved. The 
steamer Pasadena from Eureka for San 
Pedro put in after battling with the 
gale for ninety-six hours. 

The gale began to come up early in 
the evening. At midnight the wind 
was blowing seventy-two miles an hour 
at Point Lobos. The waves were 
breaking on the Cliff House veranda 
and the spray was carried clean over 
the building and into the road beyond. 
Tele&raph wires were all blown down, 
and the observer at Point Lobos came 
into town, as he expected his house to 
be carried away. 

At 6 o’clock this morning the wind 
had moderated to sixty miles an hour, 
and at 9 a.m. it was blowing only fifty- 
four miles. 

The whaler William Bayless lost both 
her anchors and drifted into the 
schooner Mary Dodge. The Bayless 
lost four small boats and most of her 
rigging. 

A report§came from Berkeley thata 
number of fishing boats had been cap- 
sized and that seven Italian fishermen 
were drowned. The report is not yet 
confirmed. 

At Oakland the narrow-gauge wharf 
was washed away, and at Alameda 
great damage was done to the boat- 
houses. The yacht Fearless was 
wrecked and the yacht Mist was badly 
damaged. 

At West Oakland 400 feet of roof of 
the boiler factory of the old railroad 
shops were blown off. Two horses at- 
tached to a bakery wagon stepped on 
“an electric light wire and were killed. 

In San Francisco fences were blown 
down and houses unroofed, chimneys 
toppled over and window glass was 
broken. A draft horse belonging to 
George W. Gibbs stepped on an electric 
light wire and was killed. 

At Tiburon the barks California and 
Don Carlos went ashore, and it is not 
known how badly they are damaged. 

The Fielda planing mills on Mission 
street suffered damage to the extent of 
$2000. Surplus water from sewers 
backed intothe building, flooding the 
ground floor. The wind abated 
shortly before noon, but the 
rain continued all day. Tonight 
the weather is clear and _ the 
wind has shifted to the northwest. 
The barometer is rising rapidly, and 
the storm is over. Telegraph lines have 
suffered severely, and San francisco 
tonight has communication with but 
few places on the Coast and none with 
the East. 


ENDED HER TROUBLES. 
Suicide ofa Young Lady atthe Hotel del 
Coronado. 

San Dieco, Nov. 30.—[Special.] It 
is now thought that the woman regis- 
tering at the Hotel del Coronado as 
Lottie Anderson Barnard, who com- 
mitted suicide yesterday morning, was 
not suffering fromcancer in her stom- 
ach, but had been ruined, and, realizing 
that she had been deserted as well, 
decided toend hertroubles. She was a 
beautiful woman, and when arriving 
here on Thanksgiving day did not ap- 
pear ill or unhappy. Though repre- 
senting that her brother, Dr. An- 
derson of Minneapolis, as having 
parted from her at Orange with 
the understanding that he would join her 
in afew days at Coronado, she is said 
to have inquired at the Hotel Brewster, 
in this city, whether Mr. and Mrs. An- 
derson were staying there.

Large Fire at Tacoma.

CLOSED ITS DOORS. 


A Run on a Joliet Hank “Causes It to 
Suspend. 

Jouiet (Ill.,) Nov. 80.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}| The Stone City Bank 
suspended today, by reason of a run 
caused by the shutting down of the 
Enterprise Company. The bank was 
operated by H. Fish & Sons, and was 
thought to be one of the soundest finan- 
cial institutions in the State. The fail- 
ure is believed to be a heavy one. The 
trouble began with the Enterprise 
Company confessing 
$183,175 and filing a trust deed to 
Mrs. C. A. Miller for $136,313. It is 
estimated that nothing less than half a 
million dollars will settle the firm’s af- 
fairs. The failure of the Enterprise 
Company, it is announced, is @ue to a 
dull season. The affairs of the bank 
were so involved with those of the 
company that it will take considera- 
ble time to unravel the tangle. 

Many business houses of Joliet kept 
accounts atthe bank, and the suspen- 
sion wilt result im great embarrass- 
ment tothem. The greatest sufferers, 
however, will be laboring men,'as many 
employés of the company entrusted 
their funds to the bank, andthey are 
now out of employment and their money 
is involved. It is not believed, how- 
ever, that the bank’s condition is be- 
yond cresuscitation. . There is every 
prospect that its affairs will be straight- 
ened out speedily. The deposits range 
from $400,000 to $500,000. As for 
the mill, it is not believed there is any 
possibility of its resumption. There 
Was tremendous ale eg when the 
employés foundt selves out of em- 
ployment. and when the news of the 
bank’s suspension reached them a riot 
was narrowly averted.

Two Famous Church Trials 
in Progress, 


Prof. Smith Declines to Disavow His 
Published Articles, 


And Refuses to Introduce Any Tes- 
timony in Defense. 


The Closing Arguments Made — Prof. 
Briggs Making a Strone Fight Me- 
fore the Presbytery in New 
York City.

Cincinnati, Nov. 30.--[By the 
ciated Press.| The charges against 
Prof. Smith having been decided suf. 
ficient in fomm and effect. the trial 
proper began today. The prosecution 
began by presenting two published 
articles by Prof. Smith, in which he 


discusses ordination vows and freedom 
of opinion among ministers. He declares 
therein the absurdity of expecting ‘en. 
tire conformity with the vows among 
ministers, and says it would be simply 
an impossibility for every minister to 
conform to even the views of a ma- 
jority of the General Assembly. He 
savs in such a case a minister cannot be 
expected to go to another church, as he 
may be unable to find one in entire ac- 
cord with his views, and to break away 
and found another would be schismatic 
and sinful. There are too many sects 
already. 

Testimony on the first charge was not 
all in when recess was taken 

Prof. Smith admitted that he wrote 
the articles cited and said he had ne 
testimony to offer in defense. Dr, 
Lowe of the prosecution urged him te 
offer something by way of disavowal of 
what the committee charged his arti- 
cles taught, but the defendant stood on 
his rights and said he preferred to dis- 
prove the committee’s charge—not te 
disavow or give interpfetation to his 
language not warranted. 

Lowe made the opening argument, 
maintaining that Prof. Smith, while in- 
quiring into the principles of the 
church, had done it if such a way in 
these articles as to injure the peace 
and purity of the church, because if 
church organization were to be main- 
tained it was indispensible that the 
Bible be regarded as absolutely infal- 


,lible. 


Prof. Smith seplied with brevity. He 
complained again of the ambiguity of 
the charge. He denied disloyalty to 
the church and said the articles were 
written to maintain the authority of 
the church. Summing up, he said that 
there was no evidence to show that he 
impugned the Westminster doctrine or 
assailed the fundamental principles of 
the church as set forth inthe form of 
government; nor that he taught disloy- 
alty to the church or in any way injured 
the peace or purity of the charch. 

The closing argument was by Dr. Mc- 
Kibben of the Prosecuting Committee. 
He was carefulto say. that the ques- 
tion was simply whether from the tes- 
timony adduced by the committee, its 
interpretations of what Prof. Smith has 
taught is correct. 


THE BRIGGS CASE. 


The Professor Making « Strong Fight Be 
fore the Presbytery, 

New York, Nov. 30.—[By the “Asso 
ciated Press.] At the opening of the 
Briggs trial this atternoon Dr. Francis 
Brown read an objection to the trial 
proceeding, on the ground that there 
was no case, as the presbytery had dis- 
missed the same charges now presented 
after the hearing November 4, 1891. 

There was an animated debate be- 
tween members of the committee and 
Briggs’s adherents. Briggs waived the 
third objection, and Dr. Brown moved 
that the fourth objection be sustained. 
This objection is to the relevancy of ail 
proofs from the scripture, confession 
and catechism.

Briggs 
asked that exception be entered in his 
behalf on the record. and an adjourn- 
ment was taken until tomorrow. 


STRUCK BY A TRAIN. 


Three Mangled Bodies Found on the 
of a Locomotive.

The Commissioner admits that since 
the passage of the law there has been 
agreatdea! of unfavorable comment 
upon the pension system in general, and 
that it has been said the country is in 
danger of being bankrupted by extrava- 
gant and undeserving pension legisia- 
tion. ‘*But,’’ he comments, casual 
consideration ot the great change in 
most of the lives of these men and the 
conditions to which military life in 
time of war subjected them, “must sug- 
gest that the strain upon the lite power 
of the soldier wasso great as to make 
permanent inroads updn his vital 
forces, which would necessarily result 
in the development of a number of ail- 
ments and disabililies beyond the reach 
of medicine. It is this class of citizens 
who now constitute the great bodv of 
those who are “%n the pension roles. 
Good health and ability to perform la- 
bor were their capital. When these 
were gone they were in a great neasure 


deprived of means of support. A large 
proportion of the men who carried 
mouskets have been unable to keep up 


with their neighbors who remained at 
home, in the great struggle of life, and 
the claims of these persons for assist- 
ance fromthe Government rest upon 
the broadest foundation of justice.’ 
The Dommissioner savs that the policy 
of the office for three years has been to 
use the larger part of the force on 
original claims, believing it just and 
proper that those who never received a 
pension should have their cases consid- 
ered in advance of those persons seek: 
ing increase of pension. During the 
past fiscal year 224.027 certificates 
were issued in original cases, and 79,-

Orveans, Nov. 30,—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The National Conven- 
tion in the interest of the Nicaragua 
Canal opened here today. The conven- 
tion is the outgrowth of the movement 
inaugurated on the Pacific Coast.

THE RAINFALL. 


What an Inch of Rain Means—A Talk 
With Lieut. Finley. 

' The weather was cloudy during the 
entire day yesterday, withthe excep- 
tion of a short time just after dark, 
when it cleared up. During the 
afternoon there were frequent light 
showers, but the precipitation was 
very slight, the total rainfall for 
the twenty-four hours ending at 5 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, as re- 
ported by the Government Weather 
Bureau, being but .02 of an inch, which 
makes the total for the season 4.72 
inches. 
In discussing the recent storm, Lieut. 
Finley, the Government obseryer at» 
San Francisco, im conversation with a 
Post reporter, } Monday, stated that, in 
comparison with other places, the rain- 
fall in that city had been very light, 
and gave the following interesting in- 
formation: 

In the past twenty-four hours 0.26 of an 
inch of rain fell in this city. 

The precipitation elsewhere was much 
heavier. For instance, in Los Angeles it 


was 3.76, Red Bluff 1. £8, Roseburg 1.16, 
and Canby .4. i 

The lightest fall) was in’ Sacramento, 
where they only got .02 of an inch. 

People have an idea that 4 terrific quan. 
tity of rain fell here this morning and dur- 
ing the night, simply because the velocity 


“ofthe wind was so great it dove the rain 


down with great force, 

The total rainfall a since the first 
storm on Saturday is 1.72 inches. 

The quantity of rain in Los Angéles was 
verv great, especially when you take into 
consideration that .01 of an inch precipita- 
tion means over one ton of water to the 
acre. Oneinch of rain means 113 tons to 
the acre. 

The present storm is the third we have 
had since the 23dinst. You see, the baro- 
metric pressure was very high in the north- 
east, forcing the air in all directions, and 
especially toward the ocean, where the 
pressure was quite low over an area of 
probably 1500 miles. 

This being the case. the air from the in- 
terior passed over California, and after 
striking the low pressufe mounted until it 
became condensed and was driven back as 
rain to fall over this State. jf 

The storm at first passed on eastward, 
but when the high pressure became so 
strong it prevented it from going any fur- 
ther, and we got the full benefit of it here. 

The second storm started in the north- 
west on Thursday night, swept down in the 
south and tried to get east, Dut met with 
the same high pressure inland. The third 
storm, or the one we are getting now, be. 
gan Saturday night. 

I find that present conditions are simi- 
lar to those that brought about the Johns. 
town flood of some years ago. The atmos- 
pheric pressure was very high in the At. 
lantic and drove the air toward the Ohio 
Valley, where the pressure was very low. 
That state of affairs lasted about a week, 
causing continuous rains’and the subse- 
quent floods. 

Under ordinary circumstances the 
storms that we have had would have passed 
over the United States in four days but for 
the high-pressure barrier that checked and 
drove them back here. 

The velocitv of the wind on Saturday 
was forty-eight miles, Sunday fifty-two 
miles and forty-two miles last night, 
There is no indication at the present time 
thatthe storm is over, and unless the ba- 
rometer lowers inland or raises over the 
ocean the storm must continue,

American Trusts. 

Before the election the Democrats 
frequently boasted that, if they were 
successful, they would break up the 
giant trosts that are robbing the people 
and absorbing a large share of the 
Wealth of the Nation. Well, the Demo- 
crats were successful—completely and 
astonishingly so—they have things all 
in their own hands—and now we want 
to seq.them break up the trusts. The 
smashing cannot begin too soon to 
please us. And, to facilitate-wmatters 
and help the Democrats to comprehend 
what a job they have on hand, we re- 
produce the following partial list of 
trusts in the United States, as recently 
published by the Rural New Yorker. It 
may prove a matter of astonishment to 
some that the oldest, wealthiest, most 
powerful and most unscrupulous of the 
lot is only twenty years old. This, the 
Standard Oil, the prototype of all the 
others and the pattern on which they 
substantially modeled themselves, was 
founded in Cleveland, O., as late as 
1872. As it is one of the cardinal 
points with most of these schemes to 
maintain the utmost secrecy with re- 
gard to their affairs, even the capital- 
ization of all except those which wish 
to have their stock sold in the ex- 
changes of the country, and, therefore, 
are compelled to get ‘listed,’ is a 
matter of comjecture, but the public 
have reached pretty close to the truth 
in nearly all cases. The list is as fol-

Here are forty-three trusts, with an 
aggregate capitalization of $1,352,. 
700,000. It is estimated that the 
capital of some of the best of them is 
one-fourth ‘‘water’’ while others are 
diluted worse than that. Taking them 
all in all, the actual cash and property 
at a fair valuation put into them would 
not probably amount to more than half 
of the stock which they have outstand- 
ing. The object of thus swelling their 
capitalization is, of course, to create a 
fictitious basis upon which they expect to 
pay to the holders dividends amounting 
to a good interest. The monopolization 
of great industries, the control of mar- 
kets for staple products, the arbitrary 
fixing of prices above fair rates, enable 
them to do this. The corporation with- 
out asoul robs the people, and men 
with very small and mean souls stand 
behind the corporation and share the 
spoils. 

The names of some of the largest and 
most greedy trusts in the country are 
mot included inthe above list, because 
no trustworthy information concerning 
their capitalization can be secured by 
ofitsiders. 

Notwithstanding the fact that trusts 
have been declared unlawful and some 
of them have been prosecuted and nom- 
inally broken up, most of them, we 
think, continue in business at the same 
old stand. They merely change the 
name so as to leave out the word 
“Trust,’’ which is notin favor. It is 
possible for shrewd capitalists, acting 


on the advice of foxy attorneys, . to re- 


sort to any number. of subterfuges to 
evade the law. What we want the 
Democrats to do is to pass laws which 
these fellows can't etade, and then see 
that the laws are enforced. If the new 
administration will undertake this task 
in good faith, we shall wish it God 
speed.

The telegraph brought us the other 
day the account of d struggle between 
the Standard Oil Compdhy, one of the 
worst neonopolies in the country, and 
the United States Pipe Line Company, 
which is endeavoring to build a com- 
peting line in the States ‘of New York 
and Pennsylvania. Eversince the com- 
peting corporation began operations, 
about a year ago, the Standard monop- 
oly has done all in its power to defeat 
its efforts to lay another line. A fa- 
vorite method of the monopoly was to 
buy up strips of land lying across the 
surveyed route and then fight the new 
company with injunction suits. Twen- 
ty-nine times this humbuggery was car- 
tied through, but the courts of Penn- 
svivania, in which the contests were 
mostly made, ruled uniformly in favor 
of the new company. 

But the overt act came last Sunday, 
when the .Standard company sent a 
force ot over 100 men to Hancock, N. 
Y., armed with grappling hooks, ropes, 
bars, powder and, dynamite with which 
to resist the building of the new pipe 
line under the Erie Railway Company’s 
bridge across the. Delaware River. 
A cannon was also taken along 
and trained upon the scene of ex- 
pected operations. No contest ensued, 
because the new company did not at- 
tempt to lay its pipe. 

But, if a contest hdd ensued (and the 
intent was certainly there so far zs the 
Standard Company was concerned), 
what would have been the _ result? 
Probably a number of people would 
have been killed or maimed. In that 
event, we say that not only the people 
engaged fn the attack should have been 
tried for insurrection and murder, but 
the officers and directors of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company should have been 
promptly popped into prison and denied 
bail, pending trial. If it were possible 
to confiscate the property of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, that ought to be done 
also. This sort of outlawry, we say, 
must be stopped promptly and sum- 
marily, or the whole couutry will drift 
into a condition of semi-anarchy. Men 
with large. vested interests @ught to be 
the last to resort to it, forthey are the 
ones who will suffer worst if the deluge 
which they are helping along should 
come in good earnest. We would make 
examples of these capitalistic anar- 
chists, so that he who runs may read. 
This is a country of law and order, and 
woe be to any overgrown corporation 
which resorts to violence to further its 
monopolistic schemes.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


GRAND OPERAHOUSE.— Milton Nobles erred 
greatly in not beginning his engagement 
here with his new play, For Revenue Only, 
which he presented last night to a rather 
small house, but to one that shrieked and 
roared witb laughter from the moment the 
curtain went up on the first act. For 
Revenue Only is a broad burlesque on 
third-party _ politics, incidentally 
contains much sly satire on the old 
parties which have been dominating this 
country for several decades. Itis not en- 
tirely free from old jokes, but what few it 
contains are so pat thatthey are excusable. 
For instance, the one where a character 
asks ‘‘Knowall"’ the editor, if he believes 
in heaven or hell, and receives the reply 
that he does not care to take sides, as he 
has friends in both places—although it has 
been heard long ago by perhaps every one 
in the audience, it is so apropos that the 
house roars with laughter. 

Briefly, *‘Tom Knowall”’ (Milton Nobles) 
is a newspaper behemian who assumes 
charge of “Jefferson Potter's’ (Luke J. 
Loring) Congressional campaign, on the 
third party ticket. He writes everybody's 
speeches and engineers the entire business 
with a quiet sang froid and audacity that is 
excruciatingly funny. He is equal to every 
emergency,from getting into another man's 
dress suit when such a costume is essential, 
tojsmoothing down and assimilating, so to 
speak, the incongruous elements that get into 
crank political organizations. He laud: 
his candidate with fulsome praise, in the 
face of facts, of course, and berates the 
other fellows who come up to the captain's 
office to settle, with the result that they get 
thrown out and chewed up inthe most 
agonizing way. There is no _ straining 
after pathetic effects, but there is enough 
love and love-making in the piece to give it 
interest, and just enough seriousness to 
save it from being a wild extravaganza. 

Nobles’s playing of the editor is capital; 
he does not miss a point, while the entire 
company appears in the piece to excellent 
advantage. Mr. Loring's ‘Jefferson Pot- 
ter’’ was clever, Clarence Arper as the 
stammering ‘‘Durham Perry’’ was very 
droll, Dolly Nobles made a very bright and 
pleasing *‘Rose Merrywin"’ and E. H. Sul- 
livan as the combination lackey, printer’s 
devil and all-round sport made much of 
his roles.

THE-CITY CAMPAIGN. 


Rousing Meeting of Second Ward 
_ Republicans. 


A Big Turn-out, Notwithstanding the 
Inclement Weather. 


Speeches by Hon. John Q. Tufts and 
Other Candidates. 


The Issues on Which the Municipal Fight 
is Being Made Discussed in a Logt. 
cal and Convincing Manner— 
Meetings for Tonight. 


The meeting of the Second Ward Re- 
publicans at the corner of Temple 
street and Belmont avenue last night 
was aconvincing proof of the interest 
which is being developed in the present 
municipal campaign. In spite of the 
inclemency of the weather not less 
than three hundred to four hundred of 
the residents of the hill district turned 
out to welcome and listen'to a discussion 
of local issues by Hon. John Q. Tufts 
and the candidates on the Republican 
city 

ys Phillips, as presiding officer, 
called ss meeting to order and intro- 
duced the next Mayor of Los Angeles, 
the present member of the Council 
from the Fifth Ward. 

Mr. Tufts, ina clear and convincing 
twenty-minute speech, outlined his po- 
sition on each of the live issues which 
will decide this campaign. He won the 
applause of the meeting by the em- 
phatic manner im which he indorsed 
the sentiment of the citizens and tax- 
payers of this city as expressed in the 
water and sewer bond elections, and 
the vote on the Sunday-closing ordin- 
ance. This city needed and would re- 
ceive at his hands a strong, dignified 
and clean administration, on strict bus- 
iness lines. 

In closing he answered in detail the 
insinuations affecting his ability and ex- 
perience in public affairs which the 
Democracy had used and are using in lieu 
of factsandargument. He was heartily 
applauded at the conclusion of his re- 
marks. 

Charles McFarland, candidate for 
City Attorney, followed ina brief but 
pointed speech, in which he outlined 
the work which he had done in his de- 
partment during the last two years. 
The case now pending against the 
Spring Valley Water Company had been 
fought through the initial stages by 
him, and his, success inthis action is 
the one reason why the water company 
seeks his defeat at the polls on Monday 
next. If elected he will carry through 
this and each of the important suits 
now pending, and submits his record as 
the measure of his ability. 

E. H. Hutchinson, incumbent and can- 
didate for re@lection as Superintendent 
of Streets, was cordially welcomed by 
his friends and neighbors in the audi- 
ence. After thanking them he called 
attention to the fact that during his 
term as Superintendent of Streets the 


dxpenses of operating his department 


had decreased from $118,854.10 in 
1890 to 869,569.70 in 1891, and to 
$64,990.79 in 1892. Meantime the 
street improvements had increased from 
79.98 miles of graded and paved 
streets in 1890 to 105.08 miles in 
1891 and 116° miles in 1892. 

In the employment of the large num- 
ber of men under his control he bad en- 
deavored to make his selections to the 
end that each wardin the city would 
be represented, without impairing the 
efficiency of the department. If re- 
elected he would bring to the office an 
ape nn which could not but be of 
value during the ensuing two years, 
and stood pledged to work for the best 
interests of the city and the depart- 
ment under his control. 

Charles A. Luckenbach, the nextCity 
Clerk, was called for, and madea five- 
minute speech, touching on the duty of 


public officials and the City Clerk in- 


particular. , He was at home in his own 
ward, and received a hearty reception, 
whicli will be followed by a solid vote 
on Monday next. 

Octavius Morgan, candidate for Coun- 
cilman from the Second Ward, re- 
ceived the enthusiastic 
of the evening, and placed himself 
squarely on the platform of the Repub- 
lican Party, as made in the city con- 
vention. He showed the fallacy of 
hoping for a fair proportion of Ward 
improvements while a Democrat repre- 
sented a Republican constituency in a 
Republican Council. His psition on the 
water question was too well known to 
require explanation at his hands. He 
was not supported by any combination 
or corporation, but sought election at 
the hands of the people of a community 
in which he had resided and done busi- 
ness for eighteen years.

He paid 
a merited tribute to the candidate for 
City Engineer, E. T. Wright. He 
pointed out the fact that Mr. Wright 
was aman of acknowledged ability in 
his profession, acknowledged as an ex- 
pert in his line, as was evidenced by 
the fact that he had been elected 
County Surveyor at,a time when this 
county was solidly Democratic. That 
the banks of this. city had during the 
past week selected him as dn expert to 
examine into the various irrigation sys- 
tems which had. been bonded under the 
Wright Act, and the bonds of which 
they desire to place on the market.

Street Superintendent Hutchinson has 
issued acircular, which is one of the 
most effective pieces of campaign lit- 
erature that has yet made its appear- 


| ance, and will not only make many 


votes for himself. but incidentally 
help the entire ticket, by showing, as it 
does, in figures the saving which has re- 
sulted to taxpayers during his admin- 
istration. During the year 1890, the 
expense of the street department was 
$118,854.10. During 1891 it was 
reduced to $69,569.76, and in 1892 it 
was reduced to 864,990.79. 

The figures show a saving during the 
first year of Mr, Hutchinson's adminis- 
tration of $49,284.40 over that of the 
previous year (1890,) and still @ saving 
of $4578.91 during tlis year over that 
of ‘his first year’s administration; or a 
total saving during the present year of 
$53,863.31 over the corresponding 
— (1890) of the previous administra- 
tion. 

The total mileage of the graded and 
paved streets under the care of the de- 
partment has imcreased each year, 
while the expenses of the department 
have decreased. The following figures 
will show the mileage of the improved 
streets for the years above mentioned: 
1890, 79.98 miles; 1891, 105.08 
1892, 115 miles. 

Mr. Hutchinson further shows in his 
circular that at alltimes his force has 
been composed of citizens of the Unitéd 
States, fairly distributed among the 
several wards, and that every national- 
ity and class has been. represented. 
Not only this, but there are sixteen old 
soldiers and sailors employed in the 
department. During his term of office, ° 
the work of the department has been 
systematized and brought up to a high 
state of efficiency, as is shown by the 
factthat sixty-nine street assessments 
have been levied, involving nearly half 
a million dollars, without a single error 
or the loss of a cei® to the g@ty or 
property-owners, While Mr. Hutchin- 
son has always conducted h®s office 
economically, he believes in paying 
good wages for honest labor, and has 
always protested against reducing the, 
pay of laborers, but has insisted on a 
full day’s work fora full day’s pay, as 
would be the case in a private business. 
Never before have the streets of the 
city been in as good-condition as at the 
present time, nor has such discipline 
prevaile? in the department, a fact 
which will be remembered by voters on 
election day.

WILL REVOLUTIONIZE FRUIT CLEANING. 

The TiMES reporter was shown a day or 
so ago a fruit cleaning machine, which 
was invented by John L. Blockburger, a 
well-known and withal modest young man 
of town who has associated himself in the 
matter of bringing hisinvention before the 
public with David Coyle and Clyde Barn. 
hart. 

The machine is designed primarily to 
clean oranges. butitcan be used to good 
purpose on almost any kind of fruit. It 
is simple in construction and will standa 
great deal of hardwork. A single machine 
consists of two hollow. half globes into 
which are fitted concave brushes. The 
globes are set back to back so that the 
operator, who sits on a comfortable seat 
and operates the machine by a treadle. can 
clean two oranges atatime. The cleaning 
process consists simply in appiying the 
fruita moment to the rapidly-revolving 
brushes, and occupies buta moment. The 
frult is deposited in another receptacle be- 
neath the brushes, and after being cleaned 
is transferred to boxes by means of shoots 
on either side. By a simple arrangement 
the capacity of the machine can be doubled, 
and a second operator. .can. operate at the 
same pace. The invention, for which a 
patent has already been applied for, prom- 
\ises to revolutionize matters in the fruit 
tleaning line, and reflects great. credit 
upon those who have interested themselves 
in bringing it before the public...

Shot and Dan- 
gerously Wounded. 

A frightful accident occurred in this city 
yesterday, shortly before noon.

Fred Kopp, a waiter in one of the 
Second street restaurants, was arrested 
yesterday morning by Police Detective 
Bosqui on a charge of torgery in hav- 
ing signed his sister Annie’s name to 
checks tothe amount of about $150, 
which the girl had deposited in the Cal- 
ifornia Bank.

Her brother, 
who is a worthless kind of fellow, 
spends all the money he can get his 
hands on, and as he did not earn suf- 
ficient waiting on the table to satisfy 
his wants he forged his sister's name to 
checks for sums ranging-from $10 to

the checks, numbering fifteen or eigh- 
teen, she promptly 9 them 
forgeries, and the police were con- 
sulted. 

She had no idea at that time that her 
brother was the forger, and was greatly 
surprised when Bosqui captured the 
young man in the act of presenting an- 
other check, as he did not know that 
the account had been overdrawn. 

He was promptly placed under ar- 
rest and taken to the central station, 
where he was locked up.
